In the following letter Harry 
Hedges has brought home the very 
meat of the condition here. We 
have many acres of land not being 


used, yet it could be made into an 
ideal playground on which boys and 
girls could play and not be con- 
stantly in danger of getting hurt. 

The first necessary thing is the 
ground, and there certainly is some- 
ene in the city who will permit the 
ase of the ground if a lot of us 
folks in town will get together and 
do necessary work. Read the letter 
written by Harry Hedges, then sit 
down and think it over. Write your 
ideas to The News, and a result is 
bound to be worked out.

T was going home from work, I saw 
your boy with other boys having a 
good time. Yes, they were playing 
in the street and it made me feel 
just like pulling my Ford to a stop 
and try to get in on the game they 
were enjoying. But I hadn't had 
supper and there was another group 
of boys about the size of your boy 
that was waiting down at the 
church for me to come and play 
with them, so I just blew my horn 
and had to try and forget that I 
wanted to play tag football or what- 
ever those boys were playing. 

Well, I went home and drank the 
milk that was supposed to be for 
breakfast and started out for the 
church. There were about thirteen 
0, owallipg, oh OT a MQ BWA. r gave 
- seture — the eee 
late. We went down into the base- 
ment of the church and had a short 
business meeting of our Comrade 
Club, and then began to play games. 
It must sound funny, but I never 
saw such a dangerous place in my 


life for boys to play. That base- 
ment has posts in it at every turn 
a fellow makes. We thought we 
wouldn’t take a chance of running 


any races or anything else that would 
endanger the life of a post, so tried 
a game of tug-of-war. It was a very 
evenly matched game and took quite 
a while to break the weaker side. 
When one boy, that was built for 
a bank clerk and not a war-tug, gave 
way, the winners started to back 
up so fast that they just fell back- 
wards and, of course, one of those 
square posts had to greet one of the 
boys, but luckily it only hurt him 
slightly, and he, being game, did not 
ery’ or raise much of a fuss.

Mr. Koike has been in this country 
a little over a month, devoting his 
time principally to California’s edu- 
cational system.

“In your country,’ he said, “you 
have much fine buildings, plenty 
schools. Your country is rich. But 
in my country it is not so. The edu- 
cation institutions have not’ kept 
pace with our national wealth. We 
have a law requiring

everybody can read and write. 

“But we have no high — schools. 
Here you have a high school in 
every town and _ village. Our ac- 
commodations are so limited that 
only about one in four pupils oat 
enter our colleges, which corresponds | 
to your high schools. And when 
these four years are completed, only 
about one in seven or eight pupils 
can have access to the universities,
